it, is less than that of last year. But the reduction 
muSt~be considered from a relative standpoint. Such 
relief as the new levy gives will go to the owners of 
vacant land. Those who own business and residential 
property will pay considerably more this year, despite 
the reduction in the rate, than they did in 1931. THe 
aldermen who favored the increase of ten per cent in 
the taxation of improvements justified their stand 
with the argument that since this class of taxpayer 
demands and obtains the various civic services, im¬ 
proved property should bear more of the cost. 

Everybody admits that municipal financing at 
this time is determined very largely by an emergent 
condition, and for that reason it may be argued that 
the city council has adopted about the only course it 
could have adopted under the circumstances to raise 
additional revenue without substantially increasing the 
mill rate. But it should be considered a temporary 
policy only. In normal times no more than fifty per 
cent of the value of improvements should be taxed. 

The important point to be remembered is that a- 
community virtually discouraging the erection of busi¬ 
ness or residential property is merely retarding its emu 
progress and limiting its source of revenue. Protect¬ 
ing the vacant lot owner at the expense of the taxpayer 
who has improved his property is a very debatable 
policy. And it destroys the incentive of our citizens 
to try to own their own homes. 

Between now and the end of the year the city 
council should subj'ect the whole municipal financial 
structure to a searching examination in an effort to 
see if there is not another less onerous method of 
budget balancing than bv resorting to the doubtful 
expedient of increasing the charge against improved 
property. 

MODERNIZING SHAKESPEARE

The British Board of Trade Journal sets out 
that while during recent years there has been a ten¬ 
dency for emigration to decline, gradually, 1 ..? year 
more British passengers entered the United Kingdom 
from places outside Europe than left it. In 1931 
there was an "inward balance" of 38,885 passengers. 
It is the first time, except during war years, there 
has been an inward balance since 1876, the year in 
which complete returns of incoming passengers first 
became available. > 

Between Britain and places within the Britiah 
Empire the inward balance for the movement of 
British passengers during 1931 amounted to 22,858, 
compared with an outward balance of 8,498 in the 
previous year. The balance of British passengers be¬ 
tween the United Kingdom and Canada showed a net 
inward movement to Britain of ’ 11,134 during the

Sir Nigel said the modern world was rapidly 
getting away from the Elizabethan age and young 
people to-day did not understand what Shakespeare 
was saying. His language to them was becoming 
as strange as Chaucer’s. 

“Either you must produce Shakespeare and the 
Elizabethan dramatists as they were written and treat

Sir Nigel argued, “The reason why Shakespeare is 
ao popular and successful in Germany is because he 
is more easily understood by Germany in the modem 
German into which he has been translated. 1 he 
craze for Shakespeare is declining.” 

According to Sir Nigel, Shakespeare certainly 
can not be given in Britain, except meretriciously, 
without a subsidized theatre. The Old Vic. Theatre 
in London, a house of Shakespeare traditions, has 
been heavily subsidized by such institutions as the 
Carnegie Institute. Even with such backing, it is 
Rnfortunately true that the Old Vic. audiences are 
growing steadily less and less. It is said that if that 
present-day master showman, C. B. Cochran, decided 
to produce Shakespeare, he would make it a success 
for a time, but would be tha first to confess that it 
would be necessary for him to give it in some modernly 
exciting form. 

Much of this seems sacrilege to those brought 
■p on the axiom that Shakespeare was f^r all time. 
But with the fashion of even modernized versions of 
die Bible, perhaps it is unreasonable to expect that 
Shakespeare could remain exempt from the trend. 
After all, however, the important thing is that Shakes¬ 
peare should remain vital. It is illuminating to know 
lhat in the modern translation lies the secret of much 
of the wide appeal of Shakespeare in Germany. 
•The play’s the thing,'" and, if the modern world 
can not comprehend it in its stately Elizabethan 
language—well, it is apparently "just too bad" for 
both Shakespeare and the stately Elizabethan 
language.

As long as prices of raw materials and primary 
producis remain unduly depressed in relation to 
other prices, the trend to the older countries may 
continue. Rise in the real prices of wheat, fish, 
lumber and other chief items of production of the 
newer countries, will be the signal for the resumption 
of the outward flow of population from Britain.

B ritish Columbia lumber inter- 

eaU have done much both privately and with 
government co-operation to extend the market for the 
forest products of this province. Now there has 
come a challenge which must be met with greater in¬ 
itiative, if what has been the major industry of this 
province is to hold its own against the threat of a 
permanent set-back. 

The challenge has come from the steel interests. 
The Institute of Steel Construction has called a two- 
day conference in New York on May 24 and 25, at 
which “a programme will be arranged !o present the 
problem from the point of view of the mill, the 
engineer, the architect,' the builder and the financier as 
to how a house should be built with the use of steel.” 

In other words, the steel industry, operating at 
only one-quarter of capacity and seeking new outlets 
for its production, is to invade now with determina¬ 
tion the field of residential construction. This field 
has been largely the monopoly of the lumber industry. 
But modem designing and adaptation in the uses of 
•feel have made it as practicable for small buildings 
aa it has been essential in large structures. 

’ It is unfortunate that any advance the steel indus¬ 
try makes io the residential field must be largely at 
the expense of the lumber industry of this coast But 
ateel's challenge (o spruce and Douglas fir will pro¬ 
vide plenty of scope in the next few years for the 
activities of some good brains on the part of the gen- 
■atua bow growatg up in Bntiah Columbia.

S QMEONE ha* wittily called Thomas Huxley 
“the Bulldog of Darwin." Whenever quiet old 
Charles wm attacked by an anti-evolutionist, the 
dog waa let looae. and the mid-Victorian atmosphere 
waa disturbed by barks, snarls, anapa and groans. 
No leas than two biographies have Just been 
published In honor of this champion of evolution, 
one by Houston Peterson and the other by Clar¬ 
ence Ayres. Mr Peterson declares that one reason 
why Huxley delighted in baiting bishops and 
churchmen generally waa because he was forced 
to go to church when he was a boy and imbibed a 
hearty distaste for orthodox religion. Mr. Ayres 
contends that Huxley, not Darwin, was the real 
author of the theory of evolution as we under¬ 
stand It to-day. In his "Origin of Species" Dar¬ 
win scarcely mentions man or the anthropoid 
apes and says nothing whatever about their evolu¬ 
tionary relations; the only hint of It Is a sentence 
on the last page but one: "Much light will be 
thrown on the origin of man and his history."

Style History Novel 


V TRILMPH hu been scored by'Mabel Broughton 
Blllrtt, whoae mystery novel. The Robot De¬ 
tective." has been crowned by the Crime-Book 
Society of London. England. This society waa 
formed a year or so ago with the object of en¬ 
couraging a better type of detective story It 
baa a distinguished board, one member of which 
serves on a special branch of Scotland Yard. The 
selection committee also Includes Surgeon Admiral 
Sir George Turner and Bruce Qraeme. novelist and 
critic. 

I am not surprised that the English Crime- 
Book Society selected Mrs. BUlett’a story as one of 
the best mystery stories of the season. In the 
first plaoe it has a title that stirs the curiosity 
of the reader. "Robot” is a Polish word which 
means work, but we understand by It a mechani¬ 
cal Imitation of a man whic h, after being wound 
up, goes ahead and does Its work. The Germans 
have a seeking robot now who eliminates the 
nicotine from tobacco, and the Americana have 
manufactured one Just as clever, for the New 
York wonder alts In the opera house during re¬ 
hearsals and makes -strange noises on hearing a 
discord. 


R OBERT BURKS, the "heaven-taught plough¬ 
man.” and Scotland’s greatest poet, bad an 
affectionate and reckless nature." but he was 
neither a spendthrift nor a habitual drunkard. 
Professor Franklin Bliss Snyder, of Northwestern 
University write* in "The Life of Robert Burns," 
published by Macmillan. 

In this newest of hundreds of biographies of 
Burns. Professor Snyder draw* heavily upon con¬ 
temporary sources to dispel old myths that cling 
about the popular memory of the poet. 

"He waa never the drunken rake that some 
person*^ still believe him to have been." Professor 
Snyder*writes, ’and be did not throw away hlls 
health In taverns or brothels " 


E MERSON once wrote a poem about the em¬ 
battled farmers at Concord Bridge, "who 
fired the shot heard round the world " That was 
the shot which marked the- beginning of the 
American Revolution, a world-shaking event But 
the shots fired at Sarajevo by a Bosnian on June 
23 . 1914. when Archduke Frans Ferdinand of 
Austria and hla Wife were assassinated while driv¬ 
ing through the streets of the Serbian city, were 
also heard round the world and precipitated a far 
greater event, the World War 

The shots at Sarajevo were heard round the 
worl 0 .'but little attention waa paid to them until 
three weeks later, when, on July 23. Austria pre¬ 
sented her famous ultimatum to Servla (as we 
used to spell the name in thoee days). Before 
there had been any official investigation. Austria 
took for granted that Serbian Government offi¬ 
cials were privy to the archduke s murder In 
spite of the fact that Serbia sent a respectful and 
submissive reply to the insulting ultimatum, 
pleading for settlement by arbitration or by the 
Hague Conference. Austria pronounced this to be 
unsatisfactory and on July 28 declared war. Sh* 
had decided to swallow lUtle Serbia in one mouth¬ 
ful before any Other great ^wer had time to step 
In to suggest a more rsasonable course. 

THE ARROGANCE OF AlbTRIA ■ { 

Arrogant Austria had a&eicJy consulted Ger¬ 
many and had her promise of support while she 
rode rough-shod over £erbia. and both Austria 
and Oermany knaw perfectly well that Russja v 
would feel In duty bound to come to the rescue 
of the little people which was linked to her by 
tradition, sentiment, race and religion. And they 
knew~further, that France was bound by an alli¬ 
ance cemented In 1897 to range herself alongside 
the Russian bear. France and Great Britain 
•ought to avert the war which now loomed so 
threatening* hut all to nc^vail. and after a few 
hectic days the mistiest conflict in the history of 
the world had begun. 

WHO WERE THEME ASSASSINS? 

In all the numerous books written about the 
Great War very little attention has been given 
to thoee Bosnian murderers who shot the Arch¬ 
duke Ferdinand. Why did they do it? What 
were their motives? Who inspired them? Who 
were they anyway? How many pi my readers 
could answer these questions? And who among 


r * WAS really Huxley, according to this new bi¬ 
ographer. who took up the issue and went 
straight to the point. 

"If ever a book waa flung in the face of popu¬ 
lar superstition.* says Mr Ayres. "It was Huxley s 
Man's Place lh Nature.'

According 
to Mrs Blllett all that It does la to disgorge 
useful information regarding the past lives of 
people under suspicion of having committed a 
crime. It was Major Michael Kettlewetl, late 
chief of police Qf Olenlogan. British Columbia, 
who evolved the robot detective in the form of 
a card index system of classifying the farlou* in¬ 
habitants of the town, so that when two murders 
took pUce. and when the major and Constable 
Whitehead %>egan looking for clues, the robot 
yielded up some information, which proved to be 
vital to the solution of a difficult problem.

These three 
events are told with great elaboration as to local 
color, fellow-actors, dialogue between principals 
and subordinates, and the rendition of even the 
unspoken thoughts of some of the agents of the 
Black Hand. The writer sticks aa close to the 
facta of history aa anyone <xmld possibly do. but 
he takes the liberty of putting suitable speeches 
into the mouths and thoughts Into the minds of 
the historical characters. Thto latter liberty which 
he allows himself has been made familiar to Bng- 
llsh readers In the biographies written by the late 
Lytton Strachey. Some critics cannot bear this 
inventiveness, but It must be confessed that for 
most of us it Invests the dry bone* pf history with 
flesh and blood. 

FIB8T COl P OF THE BI.ACK HAND 

The Serbian secret patriotic society of "Union 
or Death." better known as the "Black Hand." 
accomplished Its first coup in Belgrsde in 1903 
with the assassination of King Alexander Obren- 
ovlc and Queen Drags of Serbia. The dynasty of 
ths Obrenovlc rulers had Itself practised assassin- 
alien in removing rivals, ao that murder waa a 
common method of doing away with kings and 
queens in Serbia. But the deep damnation of the 
taking-off of King Alexander and his Drags Is 
revealed in all Its gortneas in this narrative. They 
hid In a clothes closet in the palace when a group 
of murderous officers rushed Into the royal bed- 
room and began to shoot snd pierce and thrash 
the empty bed. It was some time before the mur¬ 
derers could find the secret door to the hiding- 
place at the |tlng and queen, but eventually they 
were dragged forth and were more roughly 
handled than Julius Caesar himself. Queen 
Drags, who waa specially hated, received thirty-six 
revolver shots and more than forty sword 
thrust*. The king received five sword stabs and 
nineteen shots In this savage attack, the de¬ 
scription of which in all Its details occupies many 
pages of thto book. Apis had no part, for in a 
preliminary brush with palace official* he was 
shot three times in hla cheat and lay in a dead 
faint on the cellar stairs

But the White Hand, a rival or¬ 
ganization which gained strength In Serbia dur¬ 
ing the Oreat, War. proved too much for them. 
On December 2d. 1918. In 8 a Ion lea. where Apis 
was serving as assistant to the Serbian Chief of 
8 taff, Oeneral Vaaic. he waa put under arrest, 
tried by court-marla 1 and sentenced to be shot. 
With two companions he was executed In a lonely 
valley not far from Salon!ca at dawn on June 23. 
1917. Apia died, as he bad lived, proud and com¬ 
posed. still cherishing the belief that he had done 
great things for 8 erbia and that hto death would 
in some way help hto country.

But what are these curious pale yellow things 
under the upper side of the crevices, resembling 
grains of wheat or barley closely crowded to¬ 
gether? We have stumbled on one of the curloua 
sights of the shore at low tide, and one which 
we are only likely to see at this season. It is a 
depositary of the eggs of one of our common 
g&jtteropod sheila which we can call—as the scien¬ 
tific classifiers have not yet made up their minds 
‘—the dog whelk, that being th# British name for 
an almost Identical species. It Is also sometimes 
called the "yellow tymdy," because of the bands 
of white and yellow that encircle it: ours have 
the same character, especially In some localities. 

The layers of the eggs are all here clustered 
together under the rock, and they have cemented 
the receptacles that contain their progeny to the 
overhanging aurfaoe In such a way that they all 
hang downwards, and so closely together that you 
could scarcely Insert another between the adjacent 
ones. The "eggs'' are really the capsules in which 
the eggs, numbering a couple of dozen, are con¬ 
tained. They are of a pale yellowish, seml-trana- 
parent. leathery material through which the Uttle 
white eggs are dimly visible. Each capsule haa

The attitude of the shales and lavas 
is one of steep Inclination downwards towards ths 
lower centre of the hill, while the stflke of the 
rocks gives a straight but backward sloping wall 
of stone against the sands. Patches of green and 
brown seaweed ornament the wall sparse'*. 

The bedding of the shales and the strike of 
them and the harder voleanloe. together with th# 
conuct between the two, provides a number of 
long horizontal crevices, and the lowest of these 
furnieh an admirable habitat for many of th* 
marine cliff-dwellers, a haven of refuge from some 
enemies et least. Thus these miniature cliffs are 
tapestried with sponges and this alone is evidence 
that the crevices are cloee to the lowest tide mark, 
for these curious animals are qulta unable to re¬ 
sist lengthy absence from their native element. 
It is for this reason, too. that they Jiug the 
sheltered or upper side of the crevices. A good

Here In a Uttle pool U a curious mound 
covered with black apota, each an eighth of an 
Inch or so In diameter. While you are wonder¬ 
ing what It Is there la a alight movement of one 
of the apota and out comes for s moment a crown 
of very dark red plumes which wave to the 
translucent water and then suddenly withdraw. 

It Is a little colony pf worms, and If the water 
were a little deeper and a little shadier you might 
see s fine exhibition of animated flowers. Her* 
co-operation haa raised the heap of lime-cemented 
sand and made a rock-garden, plant-like animal. 

But we must leave our pleasant pools and their 
wealth. As ws turn to go we notice, only a few feet 
sway—about twenty—a pair of gulls who, I sup¬ 
pose. have been watching u# for some time. Now. 
however, they rise up. and as ws come over the 
brow of the rock above our pool* w# see the 
reason of their unwiUlngneas to leave. A skate, 
partly eaten, lies outstretched on the rock. Its 
pale belly, the absurd mouth, the long tall with 
It* queer little fln-Ilke appendages near the Up, 
all exposed as If on a fishmonger's slab . I wonder 
by what fortune of the sea it came within the 
dietary of the gulls.

coastline generally because of the generally tough 
resistant rock, but whsr# they occur as hers they 
furnish wonderful opportunities of observing the 
ebb-tide life. The retreating waves leave behind 
them in there irregular batlns clear and tranquil 
little lakes of salt water In which sea plants and 
sea animals find a suitable resting place. When 
years ago ths University of Minnesota was looking 
for a favorable alts for Its Vancouver Island 
Marine Station It chose Port Renfrew becaiue 
there th# outcrop of Le«ch River rocks along the 
Coast provide* similar though finer pools In the 
slaty shales. 

Many of the pools contain a growth of false 
eel-grass. This and ths true eel-grass ore the only 
two flowering plants we have which make their 
home in the sea, completely covered except at 
low tide, and .developing and maturing their 
flowers and seed beneath the water. They art 
related tc a large group of land plants whose 
family name of the Pondweeda sufficiently ex¬ 
presses their aquatic habit. The shiny graas-Uke 
leaves are a favorite haunt of many clinging ani¬ 
mals. But we can hardly fall to notice pn It 
to-day a number of shells which exhibit the most 
beautiful silvery mother-of-pearl colors. Remov¬ 
ing one of them we find that It belongs to one 
of the Callioatomaa. or banded top-sheila. The 
reason for this worfderful display la that th# 
original builder and occupant of the sbSfll Is gone 
and his place has been taken by one of the many 
hermit-crab* that are on the lookout for new 
abodes to fit their growing bodies. The shell la 
partly damaged and the outer layer has disap¬ 
peared since Its architect died. Age. together 
with the much greater aotlvlty of the hermit- 
crab. account# for the metamorphosis that give* 
us this house of mother-of-pearl. The curious 
thing Is that so much beauty Is bidden away 
completely in the days of Its true ,11ft when It 
was an integral part of tta builder, and that only 
the change of fortune , that delivered It over to 
1 degenerate crab brought out the concealed 
wonder of the allvery nacre. 

If we look down into the water, especially 
along on# of the crevices that cross ths pool's 
*bbttom, we shall be sure to see a calltostoma In 
Its primitive state. Here Is one shaped somewhat 
like an old-fashioned boy'a whipping-top upside 
down. Ita general color Is of pale purpliah pink 
and fine ribs cioeely placed encircle It. These
